Paris, Nov. 26 — (fP) —The min- 
stry of the Interior announced to- 
day the expulsion from France of 
9 Russians for

Drench affairs" during the current 
abor crisis, which erupted in new 
violence as police and strikers bat- 
led in the streets of Lyon. 
The announcement identified the 
Russians as'members of the "So- 
'iet Patriotic Union" and said they 
ncluded the president, the treas- 
irer and two secretaries-general of 
he organization.
